Flynn and Kennedy 
all the charges, and 


leaded not guilty to 
rummey pleaded not 


guilty to all the charges except the illegal 
possession of a shotgun, to which he entered 


a plea of guilty. 


r. William Black (instructed by Mr. J. 
8. O'Connor, solicitor to the Attornev- 
General), who conducted the prosecution, 
made an application that Crummey and 
Flynn should be tried separately, as the State 
was relying on statements which they had 
made to the police. Kennedy, however, had 
made a different kind of statement. If the 
other two accused men were acquitted, 
Kennedy would probably be acquitted as a 
matter of course, but, if they were convicted, 
he (Mr. Black) would wish to call them as 
witnesses in the trial of Kennedy. 
The application was granted, and Kennedy 
was removed from the court. 


PLUCKY OLD MAN. 


Mr. Black, opening the case, said that Mr. 
and Mrs, Austin Cooper, who lived at 
Killenure, near Cashel, went out to an enter- 


tainment on April 


The case for the 


State, which was founded almost entirely on 


Timothy Ryan, gardener in the em-. 
ployment of the Cooper family, said 
that he heard noises at the door 


of the house about 


10 o'clock. He 


asked who was there, and a voice replied: 


‘*The Guards on duty.” 


He replied that the 


Guards had no business there, and refused 
to open the door. The people outside then 
said that they would break in the door and 
did so. One was armed with a shotgun and 
another with a revolver, and a shot was fired 
over his head. They told him to put his 
hands up, and he reffsed to do so. They 
tried to get in by the kitchen door, but he 
held the latch. One of them tried to pull 
him away, and he (witness) kicked at him. 
He was hit with a revolver on the head and 


with a gun on the wrist. 


He yelled, and the 


men ran away. As a result of the blow on 
the wrist he had not beén able to work 
since. He could not identify the men. 

Flynn—The Guards put you up to that 
statement ?—That is* not true. 

Inspector Convery, Tipperary, said that 
Crummey had no certificate for firearms. He 
had taken statements from Crummey and 
Flynn, in which they admitted participation 


in the raid. 


Crummey—I object to that. I did not 


make any statements. 


I was forced to sign 
| my name to several sheets of paper, and I 


did not know what was on them, 
Flynn—The questions you put to me were 
concerning the I.R.A., and how many rifles 
they had, and I thought that that was what 
[ was signing. Any question you asked me 
was answered by Sergeant Kelly, and you 
told him to shut up about twenty times. 
Crummey asked witness if he had heen 
present in Dundrum Barracks, when D.O. 
Brown beat him (Crummey) around the face. 
Witness replied that he was not. 


POLICE EVIDENCE. 


To Mr. Black, witness said that he did 
not order the sergeant to leave the room 
while he was interrogating Flynn. ‘The 
statements were read over to the men before 


| they signed them. 


Flynn—You did not read it over to me. 
You told me you would convict me whatever 
happened, and that you had to get someone 


for it. ' 


Crummey—I did not recognise the court in 
Dundrum because I wanted to come to this 


Court to get a fair trial. 


Superintendent O’Shea said Flynn had no 
certificate to possess firearms. 

Detective-Sergeant Kelly, Tipperary, was 
called, and was asked by Flynn how many 
times the Inspector had told him to shut up 
while he (Flynn) was being interrogated. 
Witness said he did not hear the Inspector 


say anything like that. 


lynn—Then you must be deaf. 


Crummey—Were you 


in Dundram when 


Detective-Officer Brown beat me and knocked 
me off the form, and tried to choke me ?—No, 
Flynn—It is not the first time you framed 


fellows. 


Sergeant sh” Dundrum, said that he 


was present when 


nsrector Convery interro 


gated Crummey. He first cautioned him, 
then questioned him, and, finally, read over 
the answers. He did not suggest what 
Crummey should say. The sergeant also de- 
scribed the finding of a single-barrelled shot 
gun in a ditch, and said that Crummey ad 
mitted that the gun was his property and 
that he had had it about six months. * . 
Flynn, in evidence, said that when the 
Guards drew up the statements they ‘‘ just 


wanted to frame it.” 


He’ did not see 


Crummey on the night of the raid. The 
questions which the Inspector -asked were 
concerned with the I.R.A., how many rifles 
they had, and whether he held any com 
mission in it. The Inspector asked a lot of 
questions and did not read out the statement 
afterwards.

HE story of how two men, saying they 
Tr were cattle smugglers, produced guns 


and held up a commercial traveller who 
had been at a Dundalk cinema with a girl, 


commandeered his motor car and made him 


drive them across the border, was told 
yesterday to a jury in the Central Criminal 


Court, Dublin. 
Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom was 


'Mr. McGivern (instructed by the State 


Solicitor), appeared for the prosecution. 

James Crowe, Keady, County Armagh, and 
Engene McKeever, Drumcourath, Ardee, 
County Louth, both about 35 years of age, 
were the accused men. They were not legally 
represented. . 

hey were charged with assaulting 
Matthew Boylan, commercial traveller, on 
December 30, 1933, at Dundalk, by imprison- 
ing him for an hour, and with having pos- 
session of firearms and ammunition with 
intent to do him bodily harm. They pleaded 
guilty to imprisoning Boylan and to having 
possession of the firearms and ammunition 
without certificates, but not to intent to 
do Boylan bodily harm. 

Matthew Boylan, commercial traveller, Mill 
street, Castleblayney, said in evidence that 
on December 30th he had been in a cinema 
at Dundalk with a girl. He came out about 
8.45 p.m. and went to his car and got into 
the driving seat, He heard somebody at the 
back of the car. He thought it was a 
drunken man and asked him how did he 
get there. The man replied by telling him 
to drive to the Newry border. The witness 
replied that he had no intention of driving 
to the border, as he did not go that way. 
The aman then produced a revelver and said: 
“ Drive me to the Newry border or I will 
shoot you.’” Another man jumped into the 
seat beside the witness and told him to get 
a move on. He was directed to drive out 
of Dundalk in a certain direction, and the 
man beside him kept urging him to drive 
faster. The man at the back of the car said: 
“HH you try any tricks I will shoot from 
behind. I have you covered.” 

About a mile outside Dundalk, witness con- 
tinued, they met a Civic Guard, and the 
man behind said: ‘‘ Cover that man at once 
and I will look after this man driving the 
car.” They passed the Guard and some 
distance further on met a second Guard, when 
the same thing was said. The man beside 
him, said witness, had a firearm. McKeever 
told Boylan, as the car drove along, that he 
and Crowe had 50 head of cattle at the 
border that night and were going to get 
them across at any cost, as they had lost 
50 head of cattle, and were not taking any 
chances that night. 


A CAR BEHIND. 


The lights of another car shone from behind 
as the witness’s car, which was then running 
at about 40 m.p.h. McKeever said that if 
the car continued to follow them at that 
speed it must be chasing them, and added: 
“Get ready to fire; we are not going to be 
caught soft.” He went on to say: ' We 
were gangsters in America, and are well used 
to this kind of work. We don’t mean you 
any harm, provided you carry out our in- 
structions.’”” The car was driven to Cullo- 
ville, in Northern Ireland territory, where he 
was told to turn off the roadway and put out 
the lamps, lest the R.U.C. should observe 
them. McKeever then said: ‘‘ We are going 
to search you. You might have a revolver.’’ 
He was searched while Crowe, the man be- 
hind in the car, kept him covered all the 
time with a revolver. He had some silver 
and coppers. McKeever took it out, and said, 
“We don’t want your money,” but after- 
wards he could only find the coppers. The 
prisoners left him on the road at about 9.45 
p.m. On January 2nd he identified both men 
at Dundalk Civic Guard Barracks. 

Guard Beattie said that when on duty with 
Guard McManus on the Newry-Dundalk road 
on January 2 he saw two men answering to 
the description of the accused men. They 
followed them for about half a mile, and 
when they saw them walking in the direction 
of the border Guard McManus got a bicycle 
and stopped them. The men were ques- 
tiontd, and Crowe gave his name as Leonard. 
McKeever said his name was O'Donnell. In 
reply to further questions, McKeever said he 
would give no information to the police. 
The accused were then taken to the barracks, 
and witness found on McKeever a .28 pistol, 
30 bullets and a dagger. 

Their luggage was obtained from Castle- 
blaney station, and 100 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, including some ‘‘dum-dum,’’ were 
found. Neither of the accused made a state- 
ment. 


DUM-DUM BULLETS, 


Sergeant Rahilly, who searched Crowe, 
said he found a short Webley revolver, 
strapped in a holster, under his left arm. It 
contained one ‘‘dum-dum”’ bullet, which 
would give a terrible wound, and two 
machine-gun bullets, which had been wrapped 
with wire to make them fit the revolver. 
Crowe said his name was Leonard, and that 
where he cafne from they did not require a 
permit to carry a revolver. 

This concluded the evidence for the pro- 
secution. 

Crowe, speaking from the dock, said, in 
his defence: ‘‘We came over from England 
on a holiday. The English papers gave a 
very bad aecount of the country having 
trouble, and we thought it necessary to carry 
guns for our own protection. On the way 
coming over we spoke to a man on the boat, 
who asked us to smuggle some cattle for 
him; we said we would. That is all.” 

McKeever declined to say anything. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty of the

They were sentenced to three years’ penal 
servitude. 

Mr. Justice Hanna commended the Civic 
Guards to the Commissioner for their very 
smart conduct in the capture of two such 
blackguards as had been convicted. He said 
the crime was a very serious one, which 
carried a maximum penalty of twenty years’ 
penal servitude.

Theatrical Cricket. 


Devil's Glen. 


A correspondent writes:—‘‘ I read your 
interesting article about the Devil's Glen 
some days ago. About 30 years «zo | 
heard a tourist recounting an experience 
that happened to her in the Devil’s Glen 
which leads me to wonder if this beautiful 
spot was always open to the public. The 
lady in question and her party were 
admiring their surroundings when they 
were pounced on by an irate and fiery 
individual, who claimed to be the owner. 
He accused them of being trespassers. His 
language was sulphuric. The lady 
smilingly replied: ‘ We came to see the 
Devil's Glen, but we never expected to 
meet the Devil himself.’ This so tickled 
the old warrior that-he invited the whole 
party to tea and gave them free admission 


' to come and go whenever they wishei. 


“ Exactly 53 years ago I was living in 
a house in the County Wicklow about seven 
miles from the Devil’s Glen. An ash tree 
on the lawn had been cast down, and it was 
desired to have it cut inio planks. It was 
taken to a saw mill in the Devil’s Glen, 
and I went with the carter. While the 
log was being cut I wandered about the 
place. 1 remember a beautiful little lake 
in which the trout were rising freely. I 
wonder if the lake and saw mill are still 
there. As I say, it is 53 years ago, and I 
have never been there since.’* 


Meteors in June. 


June, with its brief nights, is not a very 
remarkable month for meteor showers ; yet 
occasionally meteors—and some very 
brilliant ones, too—are seen in unwonted 
numbers for the season.. The chief radiant 
is situated in Quadrans, or, more properly 
speaking, Boétes, and other centres are 
sometimes found active in Ursa Major and 
Draco. The most suitable time for making 
observations is in the hour preceding and 
in that following midnight respectively. 
On the night of the 10th, or rather on the 
lith, there is a considerable degree of 
meteoric intensity between 2.30 and 4 
a.m. ; the morning of the 13th, during the 
hour following midnight, has another 
maximum. On the following night, that 
of the 15th, there occurs the most impor- 
tant meteoric display of the month under 
very favourable conditions for observation, 
a large double maximum falling about 
11,50, or, perhaps, a little earlier, so that 
meteors should be abundant in the hour 
or two before midnight. The next most 
noteworthy event is on the 19th, between 
1 and 2.350 a.m., and there is another 
shower on the night of the 25th and early 
morning of the 26th, with secondary 
maxima on the following night. The 28th 
is marked by a rather early maximum 
about 9 p.m., while another maximum 
falls on the morning of the 30th too late 
for direct observation. 


John O'Donovan. 


That John O’Donovan, the great Celtic 
scholar and editor of the “ Annals of the 
Four Masters,” was very versatile is -well 
known ; but until a friend showed me some 
lines of his I had not thought of him as 
having a gift for clever verse. His rhymes, . 
as he said himself, were doggerel, but they 
were by no means lacking in quality or 
humour. Referring once to the Ards of 
County Down and the Savage family so 
long associated with that district, 
(O'Donovan recalled the quatrain on the 
Ards, written—probably at Government 
instigation—by the celebrated Gaelic poet, 
Angus Ruadh O Dalaigh. ‘“‘ Angus of the 
Satires’’ as he was called, because he had 
the bitterest tongue in Elizabethan 
Ireland. Freely translated, this quatrain 
scarce and 


runs: “The Ards of Ulster. 
starving, a country without happiness, 
without religion; where Savage, the 


foreign hangman, scrapes off the limpets 
with his knife.” Remarking that. “the 
inhabitants seem much more comfortable 
now,” ©’Donovan made this paraphrase 
for a colleague :— 
“ Next, in my course, I came to Ards, high 
ground, 
Where I nor pleasure nor religion found, 
Here dearth and hunger hold their ghastly 
reign, 
And all are savage, brutal and profane. 
The savage chief is savage, too, by name, 
A foreign rascal never known to fame 
By feat of arms, or loftiness of soul! ! 
This dastard hath nor bread nor herds 
nor flocks, 
But lives hy scraping limpets off the 


rocks! !”

SUBMARINE PLAN OF 
SIR H. WILKINS.

Sir Hubert Wilkins, the explorer, who 
arrived at Plymouth from New York yester- 
is having a submarine built at Barrow- 


gay 
ji-Furness, for an expedition to the Arctic 
region and a vovage under the ice. 

“I am visiting Barrow now,” he said. 
“The plans are complete, but the order for 


the submarine has not yet been placed. Money 
for the expedition has been raised in America. 
I had hoped to make the expedition this year, 
but I have had to postpone it, because 1 had

promised to rejoin Mr, Lincoln Ellsworth in 
September to carry out a flight in the 
Antarctic.” 

On the Arctic submarine trip Sir Hubert 
Wilkins’ hopes next year to start from Eng- 
land for Spitzbergen. Thence he proposes 
to cross the Arctic regiuns to the Behring 
Straits, a distance of about two thousand 
miles, some fifteen hundred of which may 
have to be done under ice. 

“ Lady Wilkins,” Sir Hubert said, “is very 
enthusiastic about the expedition, and hopes 
to accompany me, but nothing has been 
definitely settled. She will be greatly dis- 
appointed if she is not allowed to go, and, 
personally, I see no reason why she should 
not take part in the expedition.” 

Mr. Ellsworth’s proposed flight in the 
Antarctic will cover 2,700 miles, of which 
1,500 are unexplored, to within 400 miles of 
the South Pole.

A ROTARIAN’S OUTLOOK. 


Mr. James Henry Webb, F.R.I.A.J.. enter- 
tained his fellow-members of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday with an essay on ‘‘A 
Moneyless World.’’ 

Mr. P. T. Montford, President of the Club, 
presidéd. ' : 

Mr. Webb, in the course of his paper, said 
that up to the war distribution was performed 
by means of ‘‘trade”’ in a slipshod way. 
There was some kind of employment for most 
employables, and people were ‘expected to 
work to live, unless they owned something 
by means of which they lived. That, he said, 
had come to ai end. 'Lhe world was‘swamped 
with unemployed; and trade bolstered up by 
tariffs and absurd fictitious values. How long 
such a situation could last was problematical. 
Had those listening to him ever thonght 
what would happen if trade and commerce 
were abolished, and people gave up paying 
for thihgs—got rid of the basic idea that one 
He wanted them to con- 
sider with him a world without money, or 
barter, or poverty, or,social injustice, or crime 
against property. It was said that it was 
impossible to conceive of a world without 
money. Exactly the same thing was said 
about slavery. He suggested that money, 
which they all thought so vital, so funda- 
mental, so essential to existence, and which 
they ‘all found so intense a reality, was, ‘in 
fact. a pure fiction, and no more essential: to 
civilisation than was slavery. . 

‘* ] suggest to you,” said Mr. Webh, “'.that 
the organisation of plant and. material and 
personnel was to the experienced man and to 
the technician child's play as compared with 
the intricacies of finance. Organised work, 
whether productive, manufacturing or dis- 


tributive, could obviously not be car- 
ried’ on if individuals did not honour 
a definite undertaking as to hours per 


day, periods of service and loyalty to the 
leader. I anticipate little difficulty in this 
connection, knowing well that it is from con- 
genial occupation that man gets the greatest 
satisfaction out of life. Every mortal thing 
free! Food, clothing, fuel, houses, furniture, 
books, pictures, travel, study, pleasures— 
everything, and to everyone, whether he or 
she works or not, whether he or she deserves 
it or not. I admit that the i gt at first 
sight seems somewhat dazzling and desperately 
revolutionary; but, shatdeial speaking, at 
any rate, there is nothing absurd about it.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hanna said that the club 
was indebted to Mr. Webb for one of the 
freshest and most thought-producing papers 
they had heard for a long time, whether they 
agreed with it or not. 

Mr. F. Summerfield, hon. secretary, said 
that the paper contained many provocative 
ideas, which he would like some member of 
the club to consider and reply to at a future 
meeting. 


IF WAR BROKE OUT. 


POSITION OF THE CIVIL 
POPULATION. 


The Director of Medical Services, Free 
State Department of Defence, has received 
a report on the work of the: Permanent 
Committee of the International Congress 
of Military Medicine and Pharmacy, 
together with a summary of proposals for 
the protection of the people in case of 
combat. ey 

The Belgian Government has invited 
all foreign Governments to send delegates 
to the 4th session of the International 
Documentation Bureau of Military 
Medicine which will be held in Liege 
from 27th to 3Uth June, 1934. 

Up to the present the object of these 
sessions was primarily the study of 
medico-military technical questions. . 

This year the session, presided over by 
Monsieur Deveze, Belgian Minister of 
National Defence, will have a character 
of the highest importance. 

During the course of the session: Messrs. 
de la Pradelle,. Professor in the Faculty 
of Law of Paris, an. Voncken, Director 
of the International Documentation 
Bureau, will report on suggested articles 
of agreement for the protection of non- 
combatants in case of war. 

Already .more than twenty different 
countries have accepted ' the invitation 
sent by the Belgian Government by dele- 
gating either diplomats, jurists, officers 
or military docfors. 

At a time when the results of the Dis- 
armament Conference appear to be nega- 
tive'and disappointing, the only. remain- 
ing hope of succeeding in obtaining 
security for the people must be sought 
in the precise codification of the laws of

Standing below her on the quayside and 
listening to orders shouted in Finnish—a 
language which I do not understand—1 could 
imagine a ‘“‘bucko’’ mate of the approved 
story-book typo pacing the deck, a 
belaying pin in his hand, as he 
shouted his orders (with a hearty curse). 
But I was very wrong, for the young 
man who was shouting the orders suddenly 
came into my view on the edge of the quarter 
deck.

The reason is that she was a German ship, 
built in 1911 at Hamburg, and was only 
purchased by a Finnish company two years 
ago. 
After a short time spent at boarding ships 
entering Dublin’s port, one becomes quite a 
master of broken English, and, by “ going 
all cosmopolitan.””

Had the defendants in January last 
overlooked the fact that Sir Francis Vane, 
another witness, and an officer who had sacri- 
ficed his career in the British Army to secure 
justice for Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, was then 
alive? 

_ Fate was strange in its workings, because 
it was only this — that the newspapers 
recorded the passing of Sir Francis Vane, too. 

But there was still a witness, Mrs. Porter, 

ho ‘could prove the facts connected with 
Piaintitt’s interview with the Prime Minister 
in London in July, 1916. 

There had been, said counsel, no correc- 
tion of this article and no apology, the 
defendants said that the article was not 
injurious to the plaintiff; and, secondly, that

Mr. Wood, at the close of his address, 
referred to the plaintiff as the most  un- 
selfish woman of our time.

Mr. Sheehy-Skeffington, husband of the 
plaintiff, was an extreme Pacifist, and, in 
April, 1916, was seized and shot; his body 
was concealed, and his widow’s house ran- 
sacked. No excuse of any kind was offered 
for that terrible outrage at the time. Mrs. 
Sheehy-Skeffington, the present plaintiff, 
insisted upon an inquiry, and refused money 
offered to her as an alternative. The inquiry 
was subsequently held, and it vindicated the 
name and honour of Mr, Sheehy-Skeffington 
Now, eighteen years afterwards, the rish, 
Catholic Herald, which, in the interval, had 
been receiving articles from the plaintiff, 
came out and for some reason of its owt! 
thought fit to describe the plaintiff as a 
hvpocrite—that, whilst receiving a pension 
from the British Government, she stood on a 
platform antagonistic to the people paying 
her, and that she was in fact biting the 
hand that fed her. There was not a word of 
truth in any of the allegations made, and 
he asked the jury to show in ample terms 
their condemnation of this scurrilous attempt 
to defame the plaintiff. 


E NO PENSION. 


Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington was one oí the 
most, distinguished students oí her time in 
the National University. Since her hus 
band’s untimely and tragic death, she had, 
as a journalist and speaker, tried to eke out 
an existence, and, as such, was dependent 
on public: opinion for her livelihood. Her 
husband had been a Pacifist who gave his 
life for his ideals. She had faith ully fol- 
lowed in his EN, This was an attack 
upon her as being a hypocrite and an attempt 
to destroy her reputation and her livélihood

Pension.” It suggested in its opening 
sentences that Mrs by-fkeffington was a 
dishonest Communist and a criminal. 


Counsel challenged the editor or publisher of 
the Jrish Catholic Herald to prove that she 
was a Communist, honest or dishonest, or a 


criminal. She had her ideals. It had been 
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with her. That was about 16th July, 1916. 
Mr. Asquith had promised an inquiry to 
Mr. Dillon and he and Mr. Healy kept 
pressing, and finally Mr Healy had a specific 
question down in the House of Commons, 
when suddenly Mr. Asquith surprised him 
by saying that he was seeing her personally. 
She told Mr. Dillon, who said that Mr. 
Asquith intended to square her, if possible, 
by compensation, and he advised her to bring 
a friend with her. 

What took place with Mr. 
Asquith expressed deep sorrow for 
tragedy, but said there would be many 
difficulties in the way of a proper inquiry; 
that it could not be a sworn inquiry, and 
that the House of Commons would not 
tolerate the war being interfered with. He 
asked had I not received some overtures with 
regard to compensation, and added that in 
the case of other men murdered at the same 
time «as my husband the Government was 
prepared to make compensation, and that he 
would guarantee me ample and even generous 
compensation. I said that the only compensa- 
tion he could give me would be the fulfilment 
of his promise of the inquiry. He did not 
proceed further with that offer. He gave the 
undertaking in the House of Commons some- 
time in August to set up the inquiry, apd it 
was held in September.

‘Mr. Lavery, for the defendants, said that 
he did not propose to call any witnesses, as 
there was no question at issue on which 
testimony would help. Mr. Charles Diamond, 
the editor of the Jrish Catholic Herald, had 
died since the article was written and pub- 
lished. Mr. Diamond had been editor of a 
large number of Catholic papers circulating 
in Great Britain and Ireland, and was a 
well-known figure in Catholic journalism. 
Counsel for the plaintiff had adjured the 
jurors in the name of religion, and for the 
sake of their mothers and sisters, to award 
heavy , Religion had nothing what- 
ever to do with the case, and its introduction 
was only oratorical ranting. There was no 
justification for trying to drag it in or for 
a the late Mr. Diamond of having 
used religion for the purpose of al gain. 
Mr. Diamond had died honoured by the 
Church, and was comforted on his death- 
bed by a message from His Holiness the Pope. 
But the case was not one into which religious 
or political prejudices should be introduced : 
it was an ordinary case, and the mention 
of extraneous matters was purely for the 
purpose of raising it to a plane on which it 
was not entitled to stand on its merits. The 
fact that the /rish Catholic Herald had as 
its motto, “ Pro ecclesia et Pontifice,” did 
not give it any special religious sanction, and 
none was claimed for it. 


JUDGMENT. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington, continued Mr. 
Lavery, spoke at political =i and de- 
scribed herself as 100 per cent. 
although she objected to the term “ unadul- 
terated Republican.”” She had shown herself 
loth to answer his questions whether she 
held Communistic views, but he gathered 
from her that, whilst she was not a member 
of any official Communist purty, she held 
Communist views on various matters, social, 
educational and economic. He would have 
described such a person as a Communist, but 
she did not agree. Anyhow, she admitted 
she held extreme Repubiican views and some 
Communist views, and she criticised her 

litical opponents strongly from public plat- 
orms. He would suggest then that she 
should be the last person te object to strong 
criticism being directed against herself. 

Mr. H. G. Wells, to whom the article re- 
ferred in more vigorous language than it did 
to her, had not seen fit to appeal to the 
Courts. Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington was me 
rently annoyed at having been described as 
editor of An Phoblacht, but she admitted 
that she had been assistant editor for two 
years and still contributed to it 

She had been offered a pension over and 
over again by the British Government, but 
had not accepted it. The article only asked 
for the facts of the situation. If they had 
been supplied, they would have been pub- 
lished. The paper had offered to publish 
any correction sent to it, but the plaintiff 
did not want a correction, and had adopted 
the course of trying to get damages in an 
Irish Court from a ritish journal, Counse! 
submitted that a lady who claimed the right 
to criticise her political opponents strongly 
had no right to complaiu of their criticising 
her and asking for an explanation of a 
matter about which exact information was 
not available. That explanation would have 
been published and would have conclusively 
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jher five childyen, claimed damaghs : sgninst 
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shown that her attitude was not inconsistent. 

Mr. Alec Lynn replied for the plaintiff and 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne summed up. 

The jury answered the questions left to 
them by Mr. Justice O’Byrne as follows :— 

Do the words complained of mean that the 
plaintiff is a hypocrite ?—Yes. 

ve they constitute a libel on the plaintiff? , 
Yes. 

Are the words fair commeat ?—No. 

Damages—£750. 

On the application of Mr. Wood, judgment 
for £750 and costs wa; entered for the 
plaintiff.

THREATS TO PURCHASER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
An action was heard concerning the estate 
of Denis Culhane, late of Tenniscart, Co. 
Cork, farmer, in which Margaret Culhane is 


plaintiff, and Mary Culhane and John 
Culhane, all of the same address, are 
defendants. 


Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Walter Molony (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
Power), moved on behalf of the defendant, 
Mary Culhane, for directions regarding what 
steps should be taken by her to carry out the 
sale of the 82-acre lands of Tenniscart 
(directed by an order of the Court dated 29th 
May, 1933) by reason of the failure of Thomas 
Gardiner, Ballyclough, Mallow, who was 
declared purchaser (by order of the Court of 
22nd January last) to complete the purchase. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
Power, solicitor for the defendant, Mary 
Culhane, which set out that the purchaser, 
Thomas Gardiner, had informed Mr. Leahy, 
the auctioneer, that he had received threats 
in respect of the purchase and he would not 
be able to complete the sale. 

Mr. Ryan also read the affidavit of Thomas 
Gardiner, which set out that he was resident 
in Canada for about ten years, and on lis 
return to this country got in touch with Mr. 
Leahy with a view to purchasin the lands 
referred to. ‘‘ | offered, ' the affidavit stated, 
“ £1,200 for the lands, but Mr. Leahy in- 
formed me that I would have to make a 
higher offer. I then questioned him about the 
young Culhane’s, and he assured me it was to 
settle their claims that the place was being 
sold. On receiving this assurance | made | 
offer of £1,400, which I was informed in 
January, 1934, was accepted by the Court. I 
subsequently heard that the defendant, John 
Culhane had removed cattle, horses and 
machinery off the lands and was selling them. 
This was the first 1 heard of his attitude in 
the matter. If 1 had heard it previously | 
would not make any offer for the lands. 
About the middle of the month of February 
last a man, whom I did hot know, called to 
my residence and advised me to have nothing 
to do with the place. I went to Fermoy and 
saw Mr. Carroll, solicitor for the defendants, 
and informed him of the circumstances, and 
he stated he knew nothing of the defendant, 
John Culhane. | then saw Mr. Leahy and 
went with him to Mr. Power, solicitor, and 
asked him to relieve me of my obligation to 

urchase. On March Ist | went to Miss 
Culhane, one of the defendants, and she told 
me she knew nothing of her brother, John 
Culhane, and she warned me that without his 
goodwill it would not be safe for me to have 
anything to do with the place. She stated 
that he believed he was the only person 
entitled to sell the place. ... On the night

BLUE SHIRTS ATTACKED, 


From OUR Own CORRBESPONDENT, 
DUNDALK, Monday. 


An ugly scene developed in Castlebelling- 
ham, a village seven miles from Dundalk, last 
night, and for an hour there was pandemo- 
nium, when Blue Shirts and crowds attending 
Gaelic football matches came into collision. 
The situation was made more anxious because 
nearly all the Civic Guards in the village were 
on special duty attending a meeting in Ardee, 

A party of four Blue Shirts retarning from 
a meeting in Ardee were attacked by a group 
of men on the station road, and stones were 
thrown. One of the Blue Shirts retaliated, 
arid injured an attacker. 

Later in the village the Blue Shirt party 
was chased by a very large crowd from the 
football field, and after one of the Blue Shirts 
had been mauled they succeeded in getting 
into houses in the village, the owners then 
closing the doors and refusing to admit the 
attackers. The attackers, who were mostly 
Drogheda people, surrounded the houses in a 
menacing way. 

Meantime Guard Lynch and some of the 
Drogheda footballers attempted to restore 
order, and they succeeded in forcing the 
demonstrators down the village on their way 
home. Guards were rushed from Dundalk 
and Drogheda later, but they were not 
needed.

Both the parties ¢laim 
to command the confidence of the country’s 
youth, but there can be little doubt that 
Fianna Fail will be at a disadvantage in 
this respect. We hope that President de 
Valera’s party will be defeated, because 
we believe that in present circumstances 
almost any change must be for the better. 
Nevertheless, we should fee] more con- 
fident if the United Ireland Party had. a 
bolder programme, which would encourage 
the Conservative elements in the Free 
State to give it their whole-hearted 
support.

lreland’s Beauty. 


A charming album of photographs 
from The Times, grouped under the 
name of “Great Britain: Her Beauty 
and Achievements,” has just appeared. 
It is a striking publication, offering a 
variety of really excellent views of some of 
the loveliest places in the United Kingdom, 
together with many scenes of historic, 
industrial or social interest. Such a 
publication is admirably calculated to 
attract visitors to England; and the 
thought arises whether Ireland would not 
be able to turn out an album of the kind 
which, in its own way, would be at least 
as impressive. The pomp and circum- 
stance that characterise so many of these 


volume; the gracious cathedrals and 
country seats would not be there in the 
same plenty ; the cunning works by which 
long generations of men have added to 
nature’s beauty, or have brought beauty 
into being where it did not exist previously, 
would be missed. Yet we are rot entirely 
devoid of such things; and, for the filling 
of our album, we have a wealth of natural 
beauty, rare and distinctive, that has been 
denied to England. It is time, perhaps, 
that Ireland should begin to study the arts 
of publicity. We do not seek to decry the 
activities of the Irish Tourist Association 
and other bodies which have wrought 
valiantly in the last few years to spread 
the knowledge of Ireland's loveliness 
throughout the earth; but in matters of 
this sort England has a long start over us, 
and almost has reached the stage at which 
she has no further need of publicity. In 
the remotest countries of the world the 
name of England stands for something more 
than a certain type of government or a 
certain type of people. To the average 
foreigner it calls up a picture of 
soft, quiet country, stately houses, a 
general tranquillity that is the result 
of centuries of internal peace. We doubt 
if the name of Ireland, except to the 
‘“‘ exile,’?’ summons any definite picture. 
Other nations have heard of a few of her 
beauty spots—Killarney, in nine cases out 
of ten. They do not know that our country 
is crammed with lovely places, every whit 
as attractive as Killarney, because nobody 
has taken the trouble to tell them, or that 
we can point to sites as thickly steeped in 
history as any site in England, and ten 
times as thickly steeped in legend. 
England has learned the art of ‘* pro- 


jecting ” herself. It is time that we should 


learn and employ it not only for the sake 
of our tourist traffic, but for the sake of 
our national being. 


Television. 


Ireland often may show herself to be 
less progressive than we could wish, but, 
at any rate, her name lias a way of 
becoming linked with important develop- 
ments. The first successful wireless 
message to be transmitted was sent to an 
Irish newspaper office, the first crossing 
of the Atlantic by air was completed on 
Irish ground, and now it a»pears that 
Ireland is to be connected with a great 
experiment in television. According to a 
report from London, the first television 


theatre in the world is to be opened in 


Blackpool shortly. Happenings in many 


places will be recorded on the spot by a 


portable apparatus, and will be trans- 


mitted by a land line to various studios, 
eventually finding their way to the screen 


in the Blackpool theatre. Details are 


lacking at the moment, but it is said that 
studios are te be erected in the Free State 


as well as in Great Britain, thus per- 
mitting the English holiday-maker to 


watch the Lord Mayor shaking hands or 
the President denouncing Mr. Thomas at 
the very moment when these important 
events are taking place. If the Blackpool 
experiment is successful, the system may 
be applied to a chain of cinemas through- 
out the country. In due course, perhaps, 
there may be a complete revolution in the 


film trade, and the latest Hollywood 
romance may ,be shown on the screen 


while the company actually is taking 
part in it. Without attempting to look so 


far ahead, we can see that such an idea 
has great possibilities. Meanwhile, the 
cinema companies are bound to welcome 


it. As their efforts to find anything new 
to say almost have been abandoned, a fresh 


method of telling the old stories ought to 


A Grim Reminder. 


Every now and then during the past few 
years there have come reports that the 
people of Hamburg, or Tokyo, or Trieste, 
or it might be Brussels, have been receiving 
practice in the use of gas masks. There- 
upon we shiver gently, reflecting that these 
people will be the sufferers in the event of 
a new war, and thanking Heaven that our 
remote position, so inconvenient for many 
purposes, is at least a protection ‘against 
the horrors of battle. It must have been 
a shock, therefore, to many Irishmen when 
they learned on Saturday last that the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade was staging a 
demonstration in Dublin of first-aid in 
chemical warfare. The teams were fully 
equipped with gas masks and respirators ; 
the gas alarm was sounded, and drill 
proceeded exactly as it must proceed in a 
well organised community when the real 
alarm sounds in the next great war. We 
Shall do well to take the lesson of this 
demonstration to heart. The next war will 
not be an affair of armies and trenches ; it 
will be a war in the air, and it will be 
waged not upon entrenched groups of fight- 
ing men, but upon the cities lying behind 
the front. Ireland will be no safer than 
England or any other nation. Raiding air

INCOME TAX AND TEA

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 


The House of Commons to-day in Committee 
on the Finance Bill agreed to a new clause 
moved by the Minister of Transport (Major 
Stanley), which authorised the payment by 
cheque of the amount due for Exeise licences, 
subject to the proviso that, in the event of the 


cheque being dishonoured, the licence should. 
be void as from the time when it was granted., 


Mr. D. R. Grenfell (Labour) moved the 
abolition of the tea duty, on the ground that 
it constituted a very heavy burden on the 
class of people least able to bear it. The con- 
sumption of tea, he said, was on the increase, 
and, measured in bulk, amounted to about 
2,000 tons per annum, or about 10lbs. per head 
of the population. 

Sir Percy Harris (Liberal), supporting the 
motion, said that the tax was originally an 
emergency one, but it could not now be 
justified on that ground, 

Mr. Hore-Belisha (Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury), in declining to accept the amend- 
ment, said that the price of tea was actually 
lower to-day than it was before the duty was 
put on. The duty was imposed in 1932, not as 
a temporary measure but for revenue purposes, 
and to assist Empire growers with the 
preference. 

The amendment was rejected by 265 votes to 
43. 

Mr. J. C. Wilmot (Labour) moved a new 
clause to restore ti.e income tax allowances 
to the scale in existence before the Finance 
Act of 1931. The mere reduction of the 
standard rate by sixpence, he said, penalised 
the poor, whilst enriching the well-to-do. 

Major Hills (Conservative) thought that 
there was a good case for the restoration of 
the allowances. All the prophets agreed that 
there would be a surplus at the end of the 
financial year, and the Chancellor could make 


ethe best use of it by restoring the allowances. 


Mr. Hore-Belisha said that the Chancellor 
took the view that the psychological effect 
of ‘the reduction in the standard rate of 
income tax would be greater and more wide- 
spread than the restoration of the allowances. 
The allowances were generous and “the 
burden was exceedingly light. 

Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) said that the 
real criterion was not what a man was called 
upon to pay, but what he had left after he 
had paid. : 

The clause was rejected by 301 votes to 
57. 

Colonel Baldwin Webb (Conservative) 
moved a new clause to provide for the aboli- 
tion of the entertainment tax on the 2d. and 
6d. seats as from 6th November next. The 
cost to the Exchequer, he said, would be 
soniething like £1,700,000 in a full year. 

Mr. Morgan Jones (for the Labour Party) 
expressed his entire approval with the pro- 
osal. 

Mr. P. J. H. Hannon (Conservative) sup- 
ported the clause in the interests of the poor 
people and children. Many of the pictures, 
he said, were of high educational value. 

Miss F. Horsbrugh (Conservative). said 
that if the concession was not granted many 
of the cinemas in the distressed areas would 
have to close down. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he was unable 
to accept the clause. He had no prejudice 
against cinemas. His difficulty was purely 
one of money. ‘‘I am not promising now 
what I will do next year,” he went on. 
“That must depend. on conditions which 
obtain then. All I say now is that I con- 
sider this is at the top of the queue.”’ | 

The new clause was rejected by 221 votes

American States of San Salvador and Honduras. 


Following upon a serious hurricane in San Salvador, in which 
2,000 casualties are feared, news was received yesterday that the 
town of Ocotopeque, in Honduras, had been wiped out, and that 
300 persons had been drowned as the result of a flood. 


This town is one of the places which, reports from San Salvador 
stated, had been struck by a windstorm last week. 


Pan-American Airways have informed Reuter that they have 
received advices from San Salvador that a minimum of 2,000 
casualties 1s feared as a result of the hurricane which has been raging 
there in the last few days. 


Aeroplanes flying over the stricken regions report that the 
section surrounding the Lempa River and the Pacific Coast, from La 
Libertad to La Union, are suffering from serious avalanches from 
the sides of a volcano. — Rising floods have wiped out entire towns. 


__A steamship, whose name is not known, has sunk at the mouth 
of the Lempa River. Bodies have been seen floating near the 
wreck. 

It is feared that epidemics will break out in isolated sections 
unless sanitation is attended to and medical aid sent.

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WOMAN'S PLUCKY 
STAND. 
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CAPTURES WEAPON 


FROM INTRUDERS, 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
LISTOWEL, Monday. 


SERIES of raids by masked and 

armed men took place in the early 
hours of Sunday morning on the homes 
of Blue Shirts in the townlands of 
Drommerrin and/|Gortnamincha. 

In many cases houses were entered, and 
in one there was a struggle, in which an 
elderly woman with her two young sons 
beat off the raiders and captured a re- 
volver and other weapons. 

The district, about two miles from Lis- 
towel, is a Blue Shirt stronghold. lt is 
an area of small farms and bogland. 

Denis Buckley, a youth of about 19, 
told me to-day how he and his brother 
were awakened at about two a.m, yester- 
day morning, to find eight or nine armed 
and masked men, some with rifles and 
others carrying revolvers or batons. The 
youths, who live with their widowed 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Buckley, at 
Gortnamincha, were pulled from bed and 
kicked and beaten by the raiders, who 
said that they would not leave the hotise 
without getting their blue shirts. 

Having failed to drag the Buckleys 
from the house the party went off, taking 
with them three blue shirts, and theaten- 
ing that any one of them who would wear 
the garb in future would be '' plugged.”’ 
The »uckleys were unable to put up any 
great resistance, as they had no weapons 
of defence, and were surprised whilst 
asleep. | 

Kdward Murphy, of Drommerrin, told 
how he was awakened by the tramp of 
marching men and, looking out, saw 
about thirty men approaching the house in 
military formation. Suspecting that a 
raid was intended, and having no means 
of detence, he and his brothers hastily 
dressed and, taking their blue shirts with 
them, concealed themselves in a ditch 
until daybreak. 


PLUCKY WIDOW. 


A surprise, however, was in store for 
the raiders at the home of Mrs. Bridget 
Dillon, of Drommerrin. Mrs. Dillon is 
a woman of frail physique, but, with her 
sons, John and Edward, youths of 20 and 
19 years, she made a desperate resistance, 
and while struggling with the intruders 
was felled by a severe blow in the face 
from a revolver. She, however, dragged 
her assailant to the ground with her. 
The fight raged” in and out of the 
house, and while John succeeded 
In wresting a _ revolver from one 
of the masked men. LKdward _ got 
on the stairs and called out, “ Stand 
back, mother, till I fire.”” He was quite 
unarmed, but the ruse succeeded and the 
raiders immediately fled in great disorder, 
leaving behind them a revolver, four 
batons, a walking stick, three caps and 
the three shirts which they had taken 
from the Buckleys. 

-The two young Dillons immediately 
sallied out in pursuit, but the raiders fled 
with great rapidity. 

The Civic Guards took possession of 
these articles and have been busy all day 
in Investigating the occurrences. Early 
arrests are expected. 

The local District Director of the 
League of Youth, discussing the raids 
to-day, said that raids and assaults on 
Blue Shirts. had been happening for 
months past. A month ago, he said, an 
elderly farmer, Mr. Christopher Somers, 
defended his home from an armed gang 
numbering about fifty, and used a sweep- 
ing brush with such good effect that one 
of the raiders was knocked unconscious 
and had to be carried away by his 
companions. His young son, Jack, had 
grappled with another and tore the rifle 
from him, and when he attempted to use 
this weapon the whole gang had fled in 
panic. 

A week ago, he added, a cycle parade of 


sé about 50 or 60 men, but the Blue 
Shirts, dismounting, scattered the attackers 
and chased them. across country.

AS important statement was made to 
the Press to-day by Mr. Moynihan, 
the newly-appointed Commissioner for 
County Waterford. Mr. Moynihan took 
the place of the County Council’s repre- 
sentatives at the monthly meeting of the 
Waterford Mental Hospital to-day. He 
said :— 

“ The dissolution of Waterford County 
Council and my appointment as Commis- 
sioner was due principally to the dis- 
graceful state of the rate collections in the 
county. I intend to concentrate for the 
present on the collection of the rates, and 
in this connection 1 would warn defaulters 
that most active steps are about to be 
taken to collect the rates. Waterford, in 
comparison to other counties, is a rich 
county, yet its rate collection is the third 
lowest in the Free State. The fact that 
there is economic depression among the 
farming community here, as elsewhere, is 
no excuse for the non-payment of the first 
charge on the land, and certainly, in my 
opinion, the person who refuses to pay his 
rates and shelters behind those who are 
bearing the burden of the county’s ser- 
vices should be regarded as a public 
enemy. Many defaulters are apparenthy 
the dupes of irresponsible people, who 
have been advising them not to pay their 
rates. This campaign, I am glad to say, 
is dying out, and many of those who are 
loudest in advising other people to default 
are discovered to have safeguarded them- 
selves by having paid their own rates, or 
who are now paying them. 

“I trust,” he continued, “ defaulting 
ratepayers in the county will see the folly 
of sidine additional responsibility to their 
burdens and discharge their liability 
promptly. Drastic action: is about to be 
taken to clear off arrears, and defaulters 
may find themselves with very heavy 
additional costs added to arrears out- 
standing.’’

WELL-KNOWN WAR 
PILOT LOST.

NEWARK, Monday. 


The American Airways liner which was 
lost in the Catskill Mountains, has been 
found destroyed by fire, according to 
information received by the American Air 
Lines. All the occupants are dead. 

Among those on board the liner was the 
veteran pilot, Clyde Holbrook, renowned 
for his record during the World War. 

Hundreds of searchers combed the 
wooded slopes in difficult conditions of 
alternating storm and fog. The entire 
force of the State Conservation Depart- 
ment, including Rangers, game wardens 
and State troops, systematically advanced 
through the mountains, once the lair of 
the gangster, Jack Diamond. Scores of 
aeroplanes also took part in the search. 

Faint hopes that the airmen might still 
be alive were raised last night when what 
looked like a white light, exhibited at the 
tope of Black Dome, one of the most 
precipitous mountains in the Catskills, 
was reported by one of the police 
searchers. When daylight came aerial 
observers saw only a party of wood-cutters 
oing to work in the mountains. It was, 
oi ille, their camp fire that was seen 
and not a signal from the airmen. 

An aeroplane carrying six passengers, 
which was flying to Santiago de Chile, 
crashed at Lake Marchiquita, says a 
Buenos Aires message. 

Two men and.a woman lost their lives. 
The three other passengers were injured 
and have been taken to hospital.

In the case of 
the four counties whose councils are now 
dissolved it may possibly be nine years 
from the date of the last election ‘before 
they have an opportunity of electing new 
representatives.

LIBEL CASE RESULT.

OURT business in the Free State 
capital yesterday provided a busy 
time for judges, lawyers and officials. 

In the High Court, Mr. Justice 
O’Byrne and a jury awarded £750 
damages to Mrs. Hannah _ Sheehy- 
Skeffington, widow of the late Francis 
Sheehy-Skeffington (who was shot in the 
1916 rebellion), in respect of a libel pub- 
lished in a Catholic journal. An article 
in the paper stated that Mrs. Skeffington 
received a pension from the British 
Government as compensation for the death 
of her husband.

A few local 
people had gone into the question of starting 
a tannery convenient to the city, and he 
hoped to see the project taking definite 
shape. He was afraid that Cork business 
men were too slow in helping to open up 
industries in their city. 

The Chairman agreed that some practical 
effort should be made to have a tannery 
opened, and suggested that they should in- 
vite the Lord Tene and a number of the 
citizens to give the project their co-operation. 

It was agreed that the Association would 
help in every way possible, and that the 
Chambers of Commerce be also requested to 
give the project their support. . 

Mr. Kiely said that Mr. P. J. O’Hea had 
recently erected workshops for the 
assembling of motor lorries and saloon cars. 

Mr. Corry said that he was pleased to hear 
of the enterprise shown by Mr. O'Hea. 
Another industry closely connected with the 
motor body building trade was the manufac- 
ture of tyres, and he was hopeful that a 
rubber factory would be established in a 
local district. 

Mr. William Murphy said that he thought 
the most important industry of all—the 
foundry industry~was being overlooked. 
They had thousands of tons of all kinds of 
metal goods being imported, and he would 
like to see some practical interest taken in 
developing the general foundry industry in 
Cork.

PARIS, Monday. 

M. Jevtitch, the Jugoslav Foreign 
Minister, who is here on a visit of high 
political importance, started his conversa. 
tions with M. Barthou, the French Foreign 
Minister, this afternoon. 

M. Jevtitch’s visit at this moment is 
regarded here as of. peculiar significance, 
for it is wedged in between M. Barthou’s 
visits to Warsaw and Prague, the recent 
meeting at Geneva, and the recognition of 
the U.S.S.R. by the Little Entente on the 
one hand, and M. Barthou’s forthcoming 
visits to Bucharest and Belgrade, the 
Hitler-Mussolini meeting at Padua, and 
M. Barthou’s visit to London in July, on 
the other. 

The Padua meeting and Italy form the 
axis of this ‘‘ diplomatic merry-go-round,’ 
in which M. Jevtitch’s visit is involved.

FINES AT SWORDS.

Captain Sidney J. Parr, also of Athboy, 
was fined £5. with £5 5s. costs, for Mis 
dishorning to take place on Clog ran Stu 
Farm, of which he is manager., i 
. Mr. Fred. Healy, V.5., a State, witness, 
swore that he saw nineteen young bullocks 
on the farm two weeks after they had been 
dishorned: ‘The operation appeared to have 
been carried out in a rough-and-ready manner. 
Dishorning is an extremely painful operation. 
There was a popular idea dishorneéd cattle 
fatten quicker than cattle with horns,. but 
he did not agree with that, and considered the 
operation brutality and gross cruelty. 

Mr. J. Cawley, barrister-at-law, who de- 
fended, said that the facts were admitted. 

Captain Parr swore that he thought the old 
Act, was a dead-letter, as 75 per cent. of the 
cattle in this country were dishorned. 

The Justice said that he would not take 
as serious a view as Mr. Healy, V.S., but 
if cattle must be dishorned, <t least, it must 
be done with humanity.
